High weeds already are grow-
ing on the Torrance Army. hos-
pital grounds, hiding the build-
ings and marring the landscape,
and letting the public know that
the lnstltutlon no longer is in
operation,

However, the county of Los
Angeles is negotiating with the
War Department to assume con-
trol and operation of the hospi-
tal as a branch of the County
General hospital,

With ‘the closing of the Los
Angeles Port of Embarkation, of
which the hospital was a part,
one of. the biggest phases of
the participation of Torrance in
World War II has ended.

At the hospital are three of-
ficers in charge of medical sup-
ply and mess, the guards, fire
department and a few civilians.
All equipment is intact for use
of the county when control is
assumed.

The doors were locked Satur-
day on the port of emparkation,
which since 1942 handled 600,000
soldiers in and out of the Paci-
fic theatre, plus 10,000,000 tons
of cargo.
